Student  Body  Passes 
Important  Amendment 

An  amendment  to  the  Student 
constitution,  which  allows  students 
to  become  life  members  of  the 
Alumni  Association  upon  gradu- 
ation, was  passed  by  a  majority 
vote  in  the  campus  elections  on 
April  26. 

By  unanimous  vote  the  Student 
Council  had  prevously  approved 
Secretary  Joe  W.  Webb's  recom- 
mendation that  the  amendment  be 
placed  on  the  ballot. 

Webb  stated,  "This  move  on  the 
part  of  the  Student  Council  and 
student  body  should  serve  as  an 
incentive  for  members  of  the 
faculty  and  other  Alumni  of  NSC 
who  are  not  life  members  to  send 
in  their  S5  life  membership  fee. 
Upon  receipt  of  S5,  we  will  send 
you  a  Life  Membership  Certifi- 
cate. We  urge  you  to  give  this 
matter  serious  consideration  and 
join  our  association  in  order  that 
we  may  do  bigger  and  better 
things  for  NSC." 

The  amendment  follows: 
AMENDMENT 

(1)  Each  Student  enrolled  in 
the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Alum- 
ni Association  50  cents  per  se- 
mester and  25  cents  per  summer 
term.  These  payments  shall  be 
made  at  the  time  of  registration, 
and  shall  be  included  in  the  reg- 
istration fee. 

(2)  Effective  with  the  1960 
Fall  semester,  each  student  who 
graduates  from  the  CoHege  shall 
pay  SI  to  the  Alumni  Association 
at  the  time  he  pay©  diploma  fee. 

(3)  Each  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  1964  spring  semes- 
ter and  each  member  of  all  sub- 
sequent graduating  classes  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges p>ertaining  thereto.
